POSTOFFICE TO BE
CLOSED BUNDAYH,

Postmaster M. B, Allen has recelv-
ed notlce from C, P. Grandfield, first
nasistant Postmaster General, that
there will be no more delivery of
mall here on Bundays as heretolore
A section of the law waa given, part
of which follows:

“Sir:—The postofMce appropria-
tion act for the fiscal year ending
June 30, 1813, provides: “"That here-
after postoffices of the firat and sec-
ond classes shall not be open Sun-
days for the purpose of delivering
mafl to the general publle, but this
provision shall not prevent the
prompt delivery of special delivery
mail

“Under the law you will close the
general delivery, carriers’ windows
and lock boxes and discontinue the
deliveries by carriers on Sunday.
You will note, however, that apecial
dellvery mall |s exvepted and you
will theréfore arrange to have on
duty a suMelent force to handle this
mail matter promptly,

““The department desiresa to reduce
the Sunday work to the minimum so
that as many of the employes as
possible may enjoy a complete day
of rest on Sunday. You shounld
therefore require only a sufficlent
number of clerks to report for duty
on that day In order that transit mall

and the mall collected for dispatch
may he handled without delay. If
no mail ia dispatched on Sunday a

very early collection should be made
on Monday morning and the mail for
loenl delivery distributed before the
carriers leave for thelr first trip.
